War with Germany seems unavoidable 
unless Germany recedes from its post- 
tion in the submarine controversy, in the 
opinion of former President William 
Howard Taft.

FEAR TROUBLE FROM DIAZ. 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—While im- 
thediate interest centers naturally in the 
situation as to the American troops in 
Mexico, there were renewed indications 
about the state department today that 
wholly -different aspect of the Mexico 
problem was causing growing concern. 

That is the movement supposedly 
headed by Felix Diaz, nephew of the for- 
mer Mexican dictator, for a new revclu- 
tion against the de facto government. 

None of the information upon which the 
uneasiness rests has been disclosed.

in the United States are being closely 
watched and it seems possible that some 
of the anti-American feeling in Chihua- 
hua state which has met the troops pur- 
suing Villa may be attr buted to this 
movement. 


Has American Backing. 


The Diaz movement, it is said, has the 
backing of various elements of Mexicans 
both in Mexico and this country. As 
viewed by the state department, it is un- 
derstood, the activities of these persons 
are the most dangerous because they are 
wealthy, while the de facto government 
is involved in a snarl of financial compli- 
cations which would be hard to overcome 
even in times of complete peace. 

While no definite information was ob- 
tainable tonight, there were indications 
that some Washington officials at least 
thought it possible that the Diaz inter- 
ests were seeking to undermine Gen. Car- 
ratiza among his various commanders. 
Should clear indications of this become 
apparent, the attention of Gen. Carranza 

“Probably would be called to the situation. 


Carranza Troops Waver. 

It was pointed out at the war depart- 
ment that the portion of Chihuahua where 
the pursuit of Villa has been in progress, 
has been doubtful territory at best. Many 
of the so-called Carranza garrisons are 
known to be wavering ndw one way and 
now the other in their allegiance. 

Since no new revolution could be started 
in territory where American troops were 
operating, it is regarded as possible that 
recent events were the result in part at 
least of a deliberate effort to create con- 
ditions that would compel their with- 
drawal without irritating the United 
States to a point where intervention and 
military occupation of northern Mexico 
might result.

MAY PREVENT LEGISLATION. 

President Wilson listened to the Jap- 
anese ambassador's protest against the 
enactment of legislation excluding Jap- 
anese subjects from the United States 
and informed the envoy that he would 
take tlie matter under advisement. 

Mr. Wilson will discuss the matter with 
members of the senate committee on im- 
migration and other senate leaders. 

There are indications that the adminis- 
tration will decide to avoid offending 
Japan by taking steps at once to squeich 
the plan to include a Japanese exclusion 
clause in the immigration bill. In that 
event the president will use his intiuence 
to obtain the elimination of the provisions 
found objectionable by Japan before the 
bill comes up for debate in the senate. 


SUSPICION AS TO MOTIVE. 

The lodgment of the protest at this par- 
ticular time was looked upon in official 
circles as significant, and caused some 
excitement, which the administration im- 
mediately sought to suppress. It was 
stated at the Japanese embassy only a 
fortnight ago that nothing would be done 
in regard to the pending bill unless it 
should become a law. 

‘The move on the part of the ambassador 
when tne bill has passed only one house, 
therefore, aroused much surprise and 
speculation. A suspicion prevalent in the 
capital is that Japan decided to take ey 
vantage of the troubled state of American 
foreign relations to speak for concessions 
that the United States might be willing 
to make in order to avoid complications 
with still another power. 

Japan has been much in the minds of 
administration officials of late. Japan is 
pushing the extension of its control over 
China to a degree that bids fair to menace 
the preservation of the open door, the 
American principle established by John 
Hay. Japan is tightening its hold on the 


Pacific islands seized from Germany, 


— 


which form a perfect screen between the 
United States and the Philippines. 

Japanese, according to persistent re- 
ports. are actively colonizing in Mexico 
and southern California, and Japanese 
with plenty of money, apparently, are re- 
puted to be working with Carranza, whose 
deflarnce of the United States has halted 
the punitive expedition against Villa. 

The department of justice is said to 
possess evidence that Japanese, as well 
as German agents have been active in 
stirring up trouble. for the United States 
in Mexico, supposedly for the purpose of 
diverting American attention from over- 
Seas affairs to the American back yard. 

Carranza seems to be carrying on a 
flirtation with Japan, if border reports 
may be believed. He has sent Gen. Iturbe 
to Japan to endea vor to raise there the 
funds for the financing of the de facto 


government which have been refused him 
in Wall street. 


Held Back by Britain? 

Recently it was represented that Japan 
has sounded Great Britain and Russia on 
the proposition of being allowed a free 
hand in the Pacific, and that England has 
refused to sanction any plan of its ally 
which might menace the interests of the 
United States in that sphere. 

Some public men believe that President 
Wilson’s policy in dealing with England 
and Germany is founded upon the under- 
standing that Great Britain will protect 
the United States from Japanese ambi- 
tions. 

Whether Great Britain really called off 
Japan in the California land dispute will 
not be definitely established until the se- 
cret history of the Panama canal tolls 
repeal is written. It was when that con- 
troversy with Japan had reached the 
acute stage and the Japanese and Amer- 
ican fleets were being put in readiness for 
action that the president rushed through 
congress the toll exemption repeal which 
Great Britain particularly desired. In 
asking congress to pass the repeal the 
president said: 

“Task this of you in support of the for- 
eign policy of the administration. I shall 
not know how to deal with matters of 
even greater delicacy and nearer conse- 
quence if you do not grant it to me in un- 
grudging measure.” | 

Shortly after the toll exemption was re- 
pealed Japan ceased to press its demands 
and Great Britain/ was credited with 
having called it off.

PARIS, April 21.—-The comment of the 
French press on President Wilson's ad- 
dress to congress may be summed up in 
these words, which the Petit Parisien 
prints in large type as a heading over 
the text of the speech: 

Never has the head of a state pro- 
nounced such grave words against a 
state with which it was not at war.” 

The president's address has made u 
deep impression in Frahee.

It is by no means sure that the Germans 
are yet ready to announce their great 
Verdun effort a failure. They may still 
continue to throw their masses against 
the battered ridges on the Meuse. As 
long as they do, Gen. Joffre is content to 
wait, exacting his price all the while for 
his time. The Germans can elect the al- 
Hed counter offensive for any hour they 
choose. ' 

Meanwhile the Russians will continue to 
land and the allies to heap up their am- 
munition supplied for guns that are 
hungry to begin. 

Cohesion of Allies Shown. 

While I cannot attempt to give any 
figures of the Russians now in France, I 
can perhaps suggest some reasons for 
their coming. As far as the present force 
itself is concerned, the official explana- 
tion will suffice. The troops afford con-

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GUNNERS OF NAVY 
SET NEW RECORD 


Atlantic Fleet Improves Its 
Previous Marks; Shoot 
at New Distances. 


New York, April 21.—[Special.]—Uncle 
Sam's gunners have set a new record in 
American naval markmanship, according 
to information today at the New York 
navy yard. The Atlantic fleet, which 
was recently engaged in battle maneuvers 
at Guantanamo, bettered all former 
marks for distance in long range target 
practice wtih the 12 and 14 inch guns by 
more than 50 per cent, and, incidentally, 
surprised naval authorities by the ac- 
curacy they showed at the long distance. 


Fire at New Distances, . 

Former long range target practice 
usually has been limited at 12,000 yards, 
with most of it being at 8,000 yards with 
reduced loads. At the recent maneuvers 
the targets were put from 15,000 to 19,000 
yards away. 

The incentive for the longer ranges 
came from reports of various naval bat- 
tles of the present war, particularly that 
of about a year ago when German war- 
ships, in a dash from Kiel into the North 
sea, were attacked by the British fleet. 
The Tiger and Lion werecrippled and the 
Blucher was sunk. 

Hurrying Naval Work. 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.]} 
—Coincident with the uncertain interna- 
tional situation—though officially de- 
scribed as having no connection with it— 
are elaborate and far reaching plans to 
bring the American navy up to its maxi- 
mum point of efficiency within a few 
weeks. Rush work, including employ- 
ment of extra labor, has been ordered 
by the navy department at the navy yards 
and Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Roosevelt has made a special trip to New 
York to speed up matters there. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels admitted 
today that work was being rushed at the 
Boston navy yard in an unprecedented 
manner. He had outiined a schedule for 
the fleet which was to begin on May 15 
and that the navy was generally prepar- 
ing for this program.

Field Marshal von der Goltz was re- 
garded as one of Germany's greatest. 
strategists. He was 72 years old. He 
had seen extensive military service, hav 
ing fought in the Aystrian campaign and 


Charles in the Franco-Prussian war. In 
1883 he was sent to reconstruct the Turk- 
ish army and remained in Turkey for thir- 
teen years. 

In August, 1914, he was appointed min- 
tary governor of the occupied part of Bel- 
gium, but in November of the same year 
he was relieved of his command and sent 
to Turkey, where he was appointed mili- 


acting minister of war. 


Defender of Gallipoli. 

He was instrumental in forming the 
strong Turkish defense on the Gallipoli 
peninsula and frequently predicted that 
the allied fleet would not be able to force 
a passage of the Dardanelles. 

He received his command as chief of 
the First Turkish army in April of last 
year, when he succeeded Gen. Liman von 
Sanders in command of the Dardanelles. 

Recent dispatches reported Field Mar- 
shal von der Goltz engaged in the opera- 
tions in Asiatic Turkey. Before the fal! 
of Erzerum he was said to be bottled up 
in that Turkish stronghold with 80,000 
Turks.

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FRENCH ATTACKS 


RETAKE GROUND! 
‘BEFORE VERDUN 


— — — 


Night Battles Result in Gain 
of Positions Both West and 
Fast of the Meuse. 


LONDON, April 21.—The French last 
night opened a vigorous counter offensive 
in the Verdun region, attacking the Ger- 
man positions both east and west of the 
Meuse. 

West of the Meuse the attack was cen- 
tered on the region of Dead Man's hill. 
which was the greatest stumbling block 
for the Germans in their attempts to cap- 
ture Verdun from the northwest. Paris 
reports that the French made gains here, 
as well as in Caurettes wood. 

East of the Mcuse the French threw 
the enémy out of the trenches taken yes- 
terday south of Fort uaumont. Parig 
also claims to have made gains south of 
Haudremont, but this is denied by Bertin. 

The later French statement says the 
new positions are being held under a ter- 
rific bombardment by the Germans. 


French Official Report. 
The afternoon report issued in Paris 
says: . 

West of the Meuse the attack under- 

taken yesterday by our troops in the 

region of Le Mort Homme [Dead Man 
hill] progressed during the night. In 
addition we seized a trench on the 
northern outskirts of the Caurettes 
wood and made prisoner four officers 
and 150 soldiers. 

East of the Meuse a violent bom- 
bardment of our positions was fol- 
lowed at the close of the day by a pow- 
erful offensive action by the enemy on 
a two kilometer front between the 
Thiamont farm and the pond of Vaux. 
The Germans, who had gained a foot- 
hold in our lines south of Fort Douau- 
mont and north of the pond, were com- 
pletely thrown back by our counter 
attacks during the night. Two ma- 
chine guns and a number of prisoners 
fell into our hands. 

West of Douaumont, in the sector 
south of Haudremont wood, we iike- 
wise made progress. We received 
some wounded French prisoners and 
captured a score of Germans. 


New Positions Are Held.

Berlin Official Report.

FEAR OF DEATH. 

The samurai conception of life is one of devotion, 
expressed at any physical cost. If the devotion re- 
ceives perfect expression it has been in itself the 
highest good. Expression is possible only when 
the devotion is tested by danger and leads towards 
injury or death. Therefore strength, readiness, and 
courage are the samurai attributes, and the idea of 
death is not terrifying. It is not eliminated, but it 
takes a proper and proportioned place in expec 
tancy. 7 

The opposite of the samurai code is the extreme 
prudential theory of life which considers minutely 
every prospect of danger and every possibility of 
avoiding it. The tendency of prudence in this 
respect often is towards the belief that death is 
the greatest of all disasters and that there can 
be no moral or spiritual disaster so great as this 
physical one. 

Thus, if death has been avoided, aH other con- 
siderations are minor. In extreme pacifism no con- 
sideration is beld higher than life. Life must be 
intact, and other considerations must adjust them- 
- gelves to that requirement. They must submit to 
that condition. 

It is a gross sort of materialism, euphemistically 
called humanity. It carries selfishness to its ex- 
treme. It suggests that if perils of violence or force 
can be e . life will be eternal and that force 
is permitted to destroy what was destined to be 
enduring. 

There is no doubt that as life increases its com- 
forts it will increase its prudence, upless the samu- 
rai ideal is cultivated. A people controlled by 
prudence and living in comfort will put away from 
them the thought that they ought, in any circum- 
stances, meet dangers they might avoid, no matter 
if the avoidance entails both moral and material 
loss. 

The laboratories have made prudence a governing 
factor in comfortable modern life. They have been 
the cause of an arrangement of life in which in- 
numerable small dangers have been isolated, iden- 
tified, described, and emphasized. For each small 
danger there is a precaution suggested. Life is a 
complex of bacteria. 

Rational prudence demands that consideration be 
given all precautions which can be taken against 
such dangers, but prudence can and does become 
an obsession, not modifying life but controlling it, 
not protecting the body but dominating the mind. 

In such ease death has become the greatest of 
all disasters and any process which threatens the 
 mtegrity of life the greatest of all misfortunes. If 
necessary for avoidance, experience will be limited. 
Better a live dog than a dead hero; a slave to Mene- 
laus than the shade of Achilles in hades; a fat 
merchant in slippers than a soldier in any cause— 
without life there can be no values, with life there 
can be nothing intolerable. 

This materialism is not beautiful, but as comforts 
‘increase it will govern an increasingly large number 
of people and may come to govern a nation, where- 
upon that nation gives way to one which has pro- 
‘tected its samurai ideals. 

This materalism judges life by its length, not by 
its experiences; by its comforts, not by its service. 
It would deny that a life which had been shortened 
but sublimated by a great experience encountered 
in a great service had been better living than one 
which avoided the service, escaped the experience, 
and thereby added ten, twenty, or thirty years to 
its course, exding then in ignominy. 

Rational prudence demands that waste be avoided. 
An English father would rather think of his son 
as having fallen at the battle of the Marne than 
at Gallipoli. The service was the same in both 
cases, but in the case of Gallipoli there is the sad 
reflection that the men were wasted foolishly, not 
invested gloriously. . 

Prudence is serving its purpose when it causes 
the individual to exercise the care which will keep 
him from wasting his life; it exceeds its purpose 
when it dominates his thought. N 
: Prudence demands passivity. Action is danger- 

ous. As death is allowed to take a place in thought 
out of proportion to its proper place in expectancy, 
the individual restricts his activity. The number of 
things he does not do increases. A better breed of 
men seek their sensations in experience. They con- 
sider that the manner of life is a more important 
thing than the time of death. [Prudence is an open 
door to cowardice. 

Governments ought to be prudent; their citizens 
gamurai. That is the proper relation of prudence 
to heroism and of comfort to service. If there is a 
fine citizenship, practiced in self-denial and ready 
for sacrifice, there ought to be a wise statesmanship 
‘which never wastes this material. 

Even as the people are ready for sacrifice the 
government ought to be certain that there is cause 

for it before it is demanded. | 


NATIONAL HONOR? 3 

There is a voluble section of American opinion 
which demands the chastisement of Germany in the 
interests of American honor. It is, the thought 
seems to be, that we should enter the war on a ques- 
‘tion of morals; that we should assume the role of 
an avenging deity. The idea that we should take 
cate to derive some benefit from entrance on the 
side of the allies seems to be wholly repugnant. In 
this respect we must not look to national advantage. 

Equally repugnant to them seems to be the idea 
that we should enlist an army, pay for it, and send 
it abroad. to do our work of national honor. That 
it appears is not necessary. We might perhaps help 
out the British with our navy, confiscate German 
property in this country, and lend our moral sup- 
| port to the cause. The chivalric mood which impels 
_ some of us to demand the punishment of Germany 
> would permit us, nevertheless, to sit at home and 
, Sonduct a war much as we would conduct à cor- 
respondence school. : 

Plonging into war with Germany on moral grounds 
might be heroic, especially since we are not pre- 
pared. The rashness seems to glorify the deed. But 
our heroes want to sit, comfortably at home and 
| belp beat Germany without getting scratched. They

spend their blood against the central powers. And 
if the United States made sure that it would get 
something out of it, it might be justifiable. But we 
could not pose as heroes or men of honor. 


JAPAN SPEAKS UP. 

The significance of Viscount Chinda’s new protest 
to the United States does not lie in what he is pro- 
testing against so much as the time he has chosen 
to make the protest. 

No essential change has taken place in Japanese 
American relations. The Japanese American prob- 
lem is more than several years old, and the last 
protest of the Japanese has never been answered 
by the United States. The reasons for our dis- 
crimination against them and the reasons for their 
objections to our discrimination are precisely the 
same as they were before. 

Thus the interesting feature of Chinda’s move 
is the time he has chosen to make it. There are 
several reasons why he should choose this time. 

England, America’s natural ally, is not only tied 
up with the Japanese but is extremely busy. Eng- 
land’s colonies are exposed to Japan, if it should 
care to take them. Ungland is in no position to 
protest anything the Japanese may care to do to us. 

The United States has just demonstrated the 
extent of its unpreparedness in Mexico; its entire 
army is there nowsand in grave danger of being 
swallowed up by the friendly Carranza forces. If 
Mexico were sure of Japan's codperation hostility 
would be active and organized. 

The Panama canal is of doubtful use at present. 
With a little help from Japanese sources the Cu- 
lebra cut might slide again. 

The United States is apparently about to in- 
augurate an extensive naval building program 
(against which strong Japanese propaganda has 
been directed in this country). Once the United 
States navy is predominant, our wealth can easily 
secure its continued predominance. 

In short, the Japanese have chosen this moment 
to protest because we are at our weakest and they 
at their strongest. Her diplomatic protests have 
now the quality of threats. Diplomacy pure and 
simple has not served her purpose. Japan at this 
moment has at her service diplomacy plus superior 
force. 

If we yield there will be no war. If we look to 
our own interests, which demand the exclusion of 
the Japanese, Japan is in position to make war.

COMMON SENSE CENSORSHIP. 

If Mayor Thompson has really determined to give 
Chicago a common sense censorship of the movies 
we are prepared to forgive him many things. But 
if his acquiescence in Chief Healey’s interference 
in the function of censorship is merely an attempt 
to make! trouble for Maj. Funkhouser and to save 
Barratt O’Hara’s white slave film it is scarcely 
worth while. 

We need a common sense censorship. We have 
not had one. The duty of determining what we 
shall be permitted to see in the motion picture 
theaters and what we shall not see has reposed 
apparently in a of people enormously sensitive 
to shock, in people/ who dislike seeing unpleasant 


things. 
A generation so ago public authorities, relig- 
ious teachers, ol teachers, and the whole pack 


of people who were attempting to guide us in the 
right direction put their faith in the horrible exam- 
ple. All the hair raising details were included. The 
moral bad to be made and it had to be made as 
obvious as possible. They demonstrated not only 
the results of being a horrible example but precise- 
ly how a victim came to be such. 

The modern censorship does not permit this meth- 
od. We still prove daily, both in the Adult Only 
and the Everybody Welcome theaters, that the wages 
of sin is death and that the income of virtue is 
prosperity, a good husband, and eternal happiness. 
But we no longer show sin. The idea seems to be 
that the audience will be more interested in the 
process of becoming a horrible example than in the 
unpleasant results of having become one; that any- 
one seeing a woman put poison in her husband's 
coffee, even though she suffer excruciatingly for the 
deed, may go and do likewise. 

The reason for such a change of attitude is not 
hard to find. The theory of suggestibility became 
popular ten or fifteen years ago and now it is pub- 
lic property. If you do anything some one will 
imitate you. Put a bee in any one’s bonnet and 
it will eventually sting him. 

We are all, in the eyes of the motion picture cen- 
sors, on the edge of committing some dastardly 
deed without regard to consequences the moment 
the method of perpetrating it is shown us. There 
is some medical support for their opinion of us. 
It is a strange man whom some physician cannot 
prove to be mentally subnormal these days. 

But in spite of the opinions of the alienists we 
have not completely adopted their point of view. 
Somehow most men, and most women also, feel that 
they are not completely out of their heads nor de- 
void of all restraint. They resent ‘the evident as- 
sumption of the censors that they are all morons. 
If Chief Healey’s interference will insure our treat- 
ment as normal people it is an advance. 


ANOTHER HINT. 

Now that another cloud looms on our horizon, 
Chairman Hay of the house ‘military affairs com- 
mittee has another reason to urge against legisla- 
tion for defense. The greater danger, the greater 
excitement, and the greater reason for doing noth- 
ing. Pacifist logic. Win the house of representa- 
tives accept it, or will it follow the senate’s example 
and get something done and done adequately?

The 
odor is more pleasant than that of car- 
bolic acid or any of the disinfectants mak- 
ing use of preparations from creosote. It 
is valuable for disinfecting the excretions 
of patients suffering from contagion. 
The tendency is away from the use of 
fumigation. Many cities do not fumigate 
after scarlet fever and diphtheria. On the 
other hand, the tendency is toward more 
general use of disinfectants. Instead of 
relying upon fumigation after contag on 
the newer rules call for disinfection dur- 
ing the course of contagion.

He is a veteran of the Franco- 
German war of 1870, where he won the 
iron cross, was afterwards grand master 
of the household of the Duchess of Con-

The Kanitzes, who are descended from 
the Saxon Knight Marcellinus von Ka- 
nitz, who died in 1185, have been in pos- 
session of their estates in east Prussia 
without interruption since 1491, received 
the title of count about 150 years ago, and 
one of them was minister of war of Prus- 
sia in the campaign against the First 
Napoleon a hundred years ago. 

The grandfather of the Count Kanitz 
who has just committed suicide—namely: 
the late Count Emil von Kanitz—was 
Prussian envoy at Rome, but lost his 
reason there and spent his declining 
years in a madhouse. The manner in 
which his insanity first became apparent 
was somewhat peculiar and sensational.

To her family and entourage she was a 
domestic tyrant. Her treatment of the 
Prince of Wales, afterward Edward VII. 
was most severe and unjust. In thie she 
was encouraged by the prince consort. 
The latter was a disagreeable person, a 
century behind his times, and besotted 
with Teutonism. He was extremely un- 
popular with the English, whom he hated 


According to this book, the queen, too, 


spent as little time as she could in Lon- 
don, preferring Balmoral, with its Scotch 
retainers to Windsor or any other Eng- 
lish residence. Her treatment of visit- 
ing royalty was snobbish and cheap. | 
They were seldom invited to be ber 
guests and usually had to put up at 
hotels. 

Her continual residence in Scotland re- 
tarded political work, and che often left 
London on the edge of a crisis to stay for 
months at Balmoral. Her insistence on 
divine right, inculeated by Baron Stock- 
war and the prince husband, her 
with the obstinacy inherited from the 
Hanoverians, caused continual trouble 
with her ministry. She was very vain, 
and she loved D'Iesreeli for his flattery, 
while Gladstone’s directness of purpose 
repelled her. She opposed all reform 
bills and every bit of progressive legis- 
lation. Every attempt to ameliorate the 
condition of the people had her hearty 
oprosition. She was inconsiderate of 
other people's feelings and corafort, and 
showed her selfishness on many occasions, 

Flattery always won her, and she en- 
couraged sycophants of all kinds. The 
influence over her by the rude Scotch 
boor, John Brown, was humiliating to the 
nation, and especially to her family. She 
was jealous of the popularity of the 
Prince of Wales and the beautiful Alex- 
g ra. She favored Prussia whenever 
she could, and tried to influence King 
William against Bismarck.

and ungracious woman, an obsiructor of 
the liberties of her people, entirely en- | 
g:oesed in her private interests, grasp- 
ing, and meanly penurious—and this, , 
even aside from the evident prejudices 
oe the author.

ARL CROW dwells in no po- 
etic effervescense when in 
“ JAPAN AND AMERICA” 
he rips the gilt and gloss of 
romance from a national 
structure of oriental trickery 
and expoeces treachery behind 
rosebuds, hypocrisy behind 
dainty ivory fans, smug 4s- 
surance behind ingenuous gieshas, and a 
treacherous conceit behind smiles aud 
bows of politeness. He shatters the mir- 
acle of the century when he says that 
Japan's prodigious commercial! celerity js 
due to imperial mandate rather than pop- 
ular approval; that the land is cultivated 
down to the Infinitesima! fraction out ofa 
fear of sheer hunger rather than a de- 
yotion to prudent husbandry, and that the 
blind adherence to pagan religious ideals, 


| fostered by a hypocritical imperialism, is 


a sublime bunk that is beginning to totter, 
and will fall with a crash that is bound to 
jar the empire. 

Mr. Crow finds Japan on the verge of 
bankruptcy and yet arrogant beyond be- 
lief in the strength of her institutions and 
the inevitable triumph of her army and 
navy. He does not guggest that Japanis 
navy is not posrerful or her army not 
thrice as great as at the close of the Rus. 
so-Japanese war. But he explains that it 
is at a cost of the nation’s blood. The im- 
perial house, comprising army and navy, 
has drained the land and its tenants to the 
limit. Her approaches for new territory 
have been the demand for new blood to 
feed a bigger armament. Japan is an- 
other England, dependent on force. She 


has exerted it to the last straw upon her- 


self and now seeks fresh nerve and sinew. 
Everything, Mr. Crow finds, has been to 
this end. Education is hypocritical. The 


voung are taught to present a polite and 


bright front to foreigners. The emperor 
is held up asadeity. He is in fact a pup- 
pet, directed by the imperialistic circle. 
Japan's attitude toward China has been 
brutal and mercenary. She has respected 
no treaty rights.

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STATE BOWLERS 
ROLL OFF TODAY; 
$12,000 IN PRIZES 


Illinois bowlers will inaugurate the 
greatest sectional tournament ever 
scheduled today when the vanguard of 
some 4,000 state alley experts will go into 
action at the Randolph alleys at 5 p. m. 
For twenty-five days without intermis- 
sion the state players will roll for the 
championships of the Illinois Bowling as- 
sociation and its $12,000 in cash prizes. 

The meet is the nineteenth annual re- 
newal of the state classic and its size 
makes all former tournaments in any 
part of the world look like minor events, 
only the American bowling congress ex- 
ceeding it in size and interest. Twenty 
alleys will be devoted to the meet, as 
has been the custom for several years, 
ten drives on the top floor at the Ran- 
dolph being devoted to the five-man 
event, while the lower floor will stage the 
doubles and singles. 

A count of the entries this year shows 
that 488 fives are entered, ninety of them 
coming from points outside of Cook coun- 
ty. There are 1,185 doubles and 2,350 in- 
dividuals scheduled. The $12,000 in cash 
will be split 941 ways. Champions last 
year were Chalmers with 2,893 in tho 
fives; J. and F. Kartheiser in the doubles 
with 1,251; H. Lampertin the singles with 
700, and Joe Danek, whose 1,855 won the 
all events. The last contest has been 
eliminated this year, only the first three 
high men receiving recognition from the 
cashier.

WAS REJECTED 


Failure to Recognize 
U.S. G. A. Cause of 
Negative Vote. 


BY J. d. DAVIS. 

Because the Western Golf association 
refused to ask the United States Golf 
association for permission to accept the 
offer of the California Golf association to 
provide free transportation to contest- 
ants in the western emateur champion- 
ship at Del Monte the offer eventually 
was declined by officers of the W. G. A. 

Thia, in the opinion of an officer of the 
Western Golf association, is the’ reason 
why the directors of the W. G. X., bya 
vote of 6 to 3, decided that the acceptance 
of free transportation would be a viola- 
tion of amateur rules and would jeopar- 
dize the standing of any player taking 
advantage of the offer. The California 
officials were duly notified of this de- 
cision, but as yet have not made a final 
answer. . 

Director Favored Free Train. 


According to the official in question, be- 
fore any offer was made of a special train 
officers of the United States Golf asso- 
ciation were “ sounded” as to the pro- 
priety of the offer. President Frank 
Woodward of U. 8. G. A. later wrote 
President Vincent Whitney of the Cali- 
fornia association that although all the 
directora of the national body had not 
been heard from, that eight of them 
favored the proposition. Mr. Whitney 
still has this letter in his possession. 

It was suggested to officers of the W. 
G. A. that if they referred the proposition 
to the U. 8. G. A. that body probably 
would give its eonsent. The western men 
declined to do this, and then came the 
first meeting of the western directors at 
which the offer of the special train was 
declined by a vote of 3to2. Subsequently 
it was put up to the delegates at the an- 
nual meeting, and they by a vote of 100 
to 15 decided that the acceptance of the 
California offer would not violate the ame- 
teur standing of any of the contestants. 


Directors Favored Free Train. 


This action, it was thought, settled the 
matter, but the directors took another 
vote by mail and Secretary Bankard, who 
was at Belleair, Fla., announced that it 
was 6 to 3 against accepting the special 
train. Soon after this the Californians 
announced they would not withdraw their 
offer and they have made no official an- 
nouncement since then. 

Local officials do not belleve that the 
California man will abandon the tourna- 
ment, but one ventred the opinion yes- 
terday that if the special train was not 
forthcoming not more than fifteen golfers 
from east of Omaha would make the trip. 


Ad Men to Play Today.

“TI wonder,” said I, thinking aloud,

Then it would be essential to make ar- 
rangements with some reliable florist to

Expert in Wine of Cardui

they are not as healthy as city people and 
hardly think they can be. I have discov- 
ered many surprising things in connec- 
tion with a study of the subject.” 

*“Ien't it a fact that people of former 
generatione who used simple home reme- 
dies had better health than the people of 
today?” asked Attorney Hough. 

“No, I cannot admit that,” was the 
reply. Medical science has made the 
treatment of diseases which were consid- 
ered fatal a simple matter at the present 
day, and many formerly fatal diseases 
have been largely ediminated.
